It appears from a dispatch to the 
jondon Times from Calcutta that the 
•ospensioa of silver coinage in India, 
which it was believed would restore 
confidence, bad much the same effect 
as the repeal of the Sherman act in the 
United States. The refusal of tbeln- 
dianTtavernment to indicate its inten- 
tions regarding silver is causing gen- 
eral disappointment.. The outlook is 
becoming gloomier daily and a most 
difficult and complicated situation will 
•Don have to be confronted. 


It looks as if the suspension of silver 


coinage in the United States and India 
was the result of a gold bug conspiracy 
Ja which the officials of both countries 
ware implicated. The Secretary of the 
Treasury issued an order to suspend 
the coinage of standard dollars on 
June 1st on the ground that there was 
no demand for such coins. Soon after- 
wards it was announced that the coin- 
age of silver on private account in 
India was suspended. Tho goldbag 
presa of the country pretended to re- 
gret the action of tii • British Oovern- 
mant in India, though it commended 


_ the order of Secretary Carlisle in sus- 


pan ling the coinage of silver in the 
United States. 
Then Congress was 


convened in special session to repeal 
the Bullion Purchase act and the acUon 
of t'ae Indian Government was used as 
an argument in favor of repeal. 


Though it was asserted in and out of 


Congress by the gold bugs that the re- 
peal of the Sherman act would get 
money in circulation by restoring con- 
fidence, experience shows that it had 
the opposite effect. Money has been 
withdrawn from circulation and is be- 
ing stored in the Hew York banks. The 
gold reserve in the Treasury grows 
beautifully less every month; the ex- 
cess of the Government expenditures 
over receipts increases daily and the 
Secretary of the Treasury proclaims 
that there is too much money in cin u- 
lation and is importuning Congress for 
' authority to issue bonds. With tons 
of silver bullion in the Treasury and 
mints idle that ought to be coining it 
into dollars, the Government debt in- 
creasing about $110,000,000 every month, 
and tht people demanding more money, 
the financial agent of the nation, to 
please Wall street, wants to increase 
t'ae public debt rather than relieve the 
masses by iucreasing the currency. 


COLOHA1JO I.KGISLATUKK. 


The Colorado legislature, by a vote 


of 44 to 18 in the Assetrbly and a vote 
of 20 to 12 in the Senate, repudiated 
Governor Waite's proposition to make 
silver dollars, wherever coined, which 
contain not less than 371J4 grains of 
pure silver, a legal tender for all obli- 
gations payable in Colorado. The 
House by resolution demands of Cou- 
grjsH, to whom the States have del- 
egated tho power of providing a circu- 
lating medium for the necessities of 
the people, that they carry out the 
great trust confided to them by the 
people and restore to silver, equally 
with gold, as the money of the Consti- 
tution, the right of free coinage at the 
mints of the United States. 


The Senate resolved that while it 


deplores the adverse legislation of Con- 
gress in refusing to coin silver equally 
with gold at the present ratio, it is 
compelled to recognize the soverign 
authority of the Federal Government 
in respect to coinage and legal tender. 


Both the Senate and House declared 


that to compel the acceptance of 
domestic or foreign silver dollars in 
payment of debts, when not required 
by the Federal statutes, would be a vio- 
lation of contracts, revolutionary in 
character, and in practice destructive 
of the interests sought to be conserved. 


The Denver Neivs, which is opposed 


to the Governor's recommendation, and 
to the special session of the Legisla- 
ture, advises the members to go home. 
It stands with the Populists on the 
financial question. It demands that 
the general Government shall issue 
and control all the currency of the 
country; that Congress shall restore 
free and unlimited coinage to silver 
at the ratio of 16 tol; that Congress 
shall furnish the country with cur- 
rency, consisting of gold, silver and 
greenbacks all of equal purchasing and 
debt-paying power—to the amount of 
not less than $50 per capita, and that 
no more interest b^a^iug bonds shall 
be issued while Mie country is at peace. 


THE latest-, reports are to the effect 


that no news has been received of the 
whereabouts of Evans and MorelL It 
has been ascertained that Marion 
Childers, who was said to have been 
shot by Evans and Morell, shot his 
own borse and sent a bullet through 
bis coat and then reported that the 
shots were fired by Evans and Morell.

Treasury and the mints for the week 
ending January 13th was 282,956. For 
the corresponding period last year the 
issue was 210,842. It should not- be 
Inferred from the statement that the 
mints ore coining standard dollars, as 
they are not and bave not been since 
last June.

TALLAHASSEE, Flo., January 16.—It 


Governor Mitchell has any intention 
of abandoning his fight againpt the 
Duval Athletic Club, he does not show 
any signs of it. On the contrary, he 
seems more determined than ever, and 
las laid plans which cannot fail. 
When approached to-day he said: 
1 You can announce that I am going to 
prevent this prize fight, for that is 
what it is, no matter how many other 
terms are applied to it." 


" But it is hinted that the Jackson- 


ville militia has declined to aid you," 
was suggested. 


"That's not true," said the Governor 


sharply, " but if they did happen to-so 
decide it would not affect my .plans in 
the slightest degree. Tm going to pre- 
vent that fight, and that's all there is 
about it. Corbett and Mitchell cannot 
fight in this State." 


" Have you read that the club has 


several other places in view if Jackson- 
ville is abandoned ? " was asked. 


"I have," said Governor Mitchell, 
and I repeat emphatically that the 


fight shall be prevented in the State of 
Florida. £ grant you they may sneak 
off in the woods some -where and have 
it out, but I don't see how even this 
can be done. I shall not call upon the 
Jacksonville militia. Some of them 
are in favor of the fight and have 
friends who are interested." 


" Then you will employ the militia of 


some other point of the State ? " 


•'You may draw your own conclu- 


sions. 
The 
Adjutant-General 
has 


planned to cover every point which 
might be available, and his men are 
men who may be depended, upon. I 
am prepared in any event." 


" Now, 
then," said the Governor, in 


onelnsion, " I think I have made my- 
self plain. If anybody comes to Flo- 
rida to see the fight and don't see one 
after spending time and money, he can 
only blame himself, there will, I repeat 
once more, be no fight here." 


The Adjutant-General would say 


nothing of his plans, further than the 
fight would surely be prevented. 


ITALIAN ANARCHISTS. 


Reported Fighting 
n Pitched Battle 


With the Military. 


HOME, January 16.—The most sensa- 


tional -news has been received from 
Carrara. The inhabitants are terrified 
by the sound of heavy firing in the 
hills near Tirano, where a band of from 
600 to 1,000 Anarchists are reported to 
be fighting a pitched battle with a force 
of infantry and gendarmes sent against 
them. 


It is believed the loss of life is great, 


as the infantry, according to the re- 
port, has beeu firing volley after volley 
at the Anochists. The latter are said 
to bave taken a strong position behind 
rocks in the hills aau have made a 
desperate resist:.s_oo. 
It was reported 


that they w.rj finally defeated and 
fled, leaving their dead and wounded 
on the 
field.

band of Anarchists gathered at Torana 
and overran the' village, compelling 
people to deliver up all the arms and 
munitions' they had. The Anarchists 
then secured all the wine and; spirits 
procurable and. prepared to march, 
upon Carrara..

killed during the fight .was not as great 
as the people of Massa at first re- 
ported. Official ad vices state that eight 
Anarchists were killed and forty or 
fifty wounded.

He Says It Would Damn any Adminis- 


tration to Issue BondB. , 


WASHINGTON, January 16.—Bland 


says that Carlisle's letter urging the 
immediate issue of bonds, raised the 
bond issue very sharply as against the 
pending Bland bill to coin seigniorage. 
It is plain that the proposition is to 
run this Government on bonds, said he, 
and in my locality it would damn any 
Administration for all time to come if 
executed. I do not think the Secretary 
has power to issue bonds under the 
present law.., Bailey's resolution in- 
troduced yesterday to restrict the Sec- 
retary's power to issue bonds has gone 
to the Judiciary Committee. 
It is 


understood the resolution, which is au- 
tagonistical to the bond issue, will be 
reported favorably. 


It in reported on fairly good author- 


ity that Carlisle intends to issue on 
February 1st enough bonds to restore 
the gold reserve. It is said that he will 
issue 6 per cent bonds, as they are 
shorter term/than 4's or 4^'e.

Of the expenditures in 1893, $5,186 93 
was paid oat from January 1 to Feb 
ruary 14,1893, that is about one-sixtl 
of the whole amount was expended in 
the first six weeks of the year. 


The prison receipts on account - o 


1893 amounted to $9,393 23 of which 
$6,227 18 has been paid into the State 
Treasury, as is shown by the Treasur 
er*s report, and every cent of the 
balance will be collected, as it is nearly 
all due from the United States.

In view of the great reduction of the 


price of floor within the last year, a 
great many people have wondered why 
bread continues to be sold for 5 cents a 
loaf and the loaf not perceptibly in- 
creased. The reduction in the price of 
flour between Dec. 1, 18»3, and Nov. 
29,1893, according to the official quota- 
tions was as follows: Patent, last year, 
$3.35 and $3.55; thisyear,«2.95 and$8.10. 
Extra fancy, last year, $3.05 and $3.1D; 
this year, $2.65 and $2.75. Fancy, last 
year, $2.60 and $3.60; this year, $2.20and 
$3.30. Lower grades, last year, from $2 
to $2.35, and aboat the same at present. 


Now, 
these are the prices at which bak- 


ers and retailers bny flonr, and while 
reasonable people do not expect to derive 
the whole of an advantage that amounts 
to almost 25 per cent, they do expect to 
get some benefit in the increase in size of 
loaves. Such advantage has not been 
theirs. On the contrary, while the loaves 
have not increased in size or the price 
been rednced, many householders declare 
that never before have the poor qualities 
in the commercial bread been so con- 
spicuous. 
The only explanation that 


the bakers and flonr dealers can give is 
the reduced •sales of flonr m large lots. 


The bakers say that since the reduc- 


tion people have taken to baking their 
own bread to an extent not hitherto 
known to the trade since commercial 
bread became the fashion. This prac- 
tice of making bread at home has large- 
ly reduced sales to retailers, and while 
the latter get some reduction in price 
they say that the decrease in the sales 
has been so great that they cannot afford 
to share that advantage with their cus- 
tomers. But this does not explain the 
almost universal poor quality of the 
bread at the present time, and the gro- 
cers are silent when they are questioned 
npon the subject.—St. Louis Republic. 


THE BAR AT LIVERPOOL. 


It* BemOTal, a Gigantic Task, Now Almost 


an Accomplished Fact. 
/ 


The brief announcement the other day 


that the White Star line steamship Ma- 
jectic, drawing 24 feet, had passed over 
the bar afc Liverpool with three feet of 
water under her keel shows that the 
great work of removing the chief im- 
pediment to navigation in the Mersey ie 
nearly accomplished. 
The engineers of 


the Liverpool dock board state that un- 
der the worst possible conditions there 
is a depth of 20 feet of water over the 
bar, the great sandbank having been cut 
down no less than nine feet, and the 
debris bodily transported and dumped 
far from the channel on a site where it 
can do no possible harm. 


During the three years that the work 


has been going on no less than 3,388,000 
tons of sand have been removed. Allow- 
ing the rough measurement of a hundred 
weight of sand to a cubic foot, it appears 
that no lesp than 7,528,888 cubic yards of 
material have been shifted. This is said to 
be a record in the matter of dredging 
operations, and many other startling fig- 
ures are quoted. 


During a recent week, for instance 


the three dredgers working at the bar 
removed no less than 155,000 tons o: 
sand, a machine called the Brancke: 
alone lifting and dumping 120,000 tons ou 
of this enormous total, while in a littli 
over three months almost 1,000,000 tons o 
sand were dredged and placed on the 
dumping site. The arrival of the Branok 
er changed all calculations, the effect o 
the continuous working of a vessel capa- 
ble of filling herself with 8,000 tons o 
sand in less than an hour being some- 
thing tremendous.—Chicago Times.
